INDIA’ BONES FOUND. 


Weston May Have Been Scene of @ 


Great Battle. 


The unearthing of a couple of dozen 
skeletons by workmen excavating for 
the foundation of a new Presbyterian 
Sunday school ‘at Weston, Ont., has 
aroused considerable speculation on 
the part of those who have made @ 
study of the customs of the early ino- 
habitants of the continent. 

These bones were found buried in 
the form of a circie with all the skulls 
towards the centre, at a depth of less 
than tv feet. The place of burial waa 
on a slight mound a few yards from 
the bank of the Humber, beside the

coe and Ontario. The mystery of the 
silent souvenirs has been deepened 
by the fact that the oldest residents of 
the town of Weston have no recollee- 
tion of human remains having ever 
before been found near the Sunday 
School mound, nor of the use of the 
place as a burial ground at any time 
in the dim past. Furthermore, no 
utensils, weapons, or articles of ap- 
parel or ornamentation were found 
along with the bones which might 
have assisted in revealing their grim 
secret, 

In the opinion of Dr. R. B. Orr, 
superintendent of the Provincial Mu- 
seum, who is an admitted authority 
on the history of the earliest inhabit 
ants of the continent, the bones so 
te unearthed at Weston are 
unmistakably those of North Americano 
Indians. To state for a certainty to 
which tribe the human possessors of 
the skeletons belonged is, however, 
not 80 easy. 

11 view of the fact that the remains 
we 2 dis. vered within that tract of 
country which is known to have been 
held by the Hurons for centuries, one 
might be led to assume that they re- 
resented buried Indians of Huron or 
roquois-Huron stock. This hasty 
conclusion is shattered, however, by 
the manner of burial of the bodies, 
as evidenced by the strange crrange- 
ment in which they lay, when disturb- 
ed by the laborers’ spades. 

The Hurons were quite as particular 
about the disposition of their dead 
underground as the Old World an- 
cients, and seldom, if ever, departed 
from their own conventional “ossu 
ary” form of burial. The method was 
briefly as follows: As soon as an Iro- , 
quois-Huron died, whether from natur- 
al causes or from the arrow or toma- 
hawk of his enemy, the body was pro- 
cured by his tribesmen and exposed 
in @ treetop, or on an elevated plat- 
form, or in some such place of safety 
until nothing but the bare skeleton 
remained. These dried skeletons were 
tied up in individual bundles of bones 
with the skulls attached, and laid 
aside pending the great tribal burial 
day. Upon these occasions, which 
came at rare intervals, the braves of 
all the clans of the Huron tribe as- 
sembled with the bones of their dead 
at some elevated spot fixed by the | 
chiefs as satisfactory for the final 
resting place. Here a rectangular pit 
was dug to a depth of from four to | 
eight feet, frequently in some natural 
eluy mound, The bundled bones and 
skulls were piled into this New World 
Golgotha, and carefully covered with a 
protecting layer of sticks and 
branches, Above this the clay was pi 
ed in and packed down to the level of 
th surrounding ground, and, to the 
accompaniment of much feasting, and 
incantation and ceremonial, the dead 
warriors were impressively commit 
ted to the “happy hunting grounds.” 

In the natural course of things the 
layer of branches between the bones 
and the covering earth decayed, but 
in the meantime the clay had been 
baked into a solid mass, and the hu- 
man remains were entombed in @ 
and dry sarcophagus into 
which searcely any earth filtered. 

One of these Huron “Ossuary bone- 
pits’ was unearthed fifteen years ago 
by Dr. Orr on a farm about fifteen 
miles to the north of Weston, and a 
couple of dozen of the contained red 
men’s skulls now adorn shelves in 
the Norma! School Museum on Gould 
street, Toronto This pit was about 
ten feet long and eight feet in width, 
with such carefully prepared walls and 
“roof” that searesly any clay had 
saved in on the bones. 

It is not improbable that a forgot- 
ten battle was fought on the banks 
of the Humber, and that the invaders 
buried their dead in the hereditary 
manner on a@ suitable mound in the 
seighborhood before returuing to their 
own country to the south of the Great 
Lakes. 

A couple of the discovered skulls 
are in a@ fair state of preservation, 
and will probably be presented to the 

f Museum, but the remainder 
have became soft and decomposed,—

FORCE OF LIGHTNING. 


An Ordinar, Cirok> Is About Equal te 
Fifty Thousand Horsepower. 

Frequent!y surprise is expressed at 
the effect of a stroke of lightning 
which splinters o large tree or wrecks 
a tall chimney, but if the enormous 
power developed by an ordinary stroke 
of lightning is trken into considera- 
tion the wonder will be that the effect 
is so small. 

Scientists estimate that an “ordi- 
nary” stroke of lightning is of 50,000 
lorsepower. That Is force suflicient to 
drive the largest battleship ever built 
at top speed. The lightning stroke, 
however, travels at a speed of 186,000 
miles per se ond We think we see a 
flash of lightning, but as a matter of 
fact what we see is only the memory 
of a finsh, The electrical current has 
been ulsorbed by the earth long before 
we are conscious of having seen the 
flash. A person struck by a direct 
flash would never see it, 

The average electromotive force of a 
“bolt” of lichtning is about 3,500,000 
volts, and the current is 14,000,000 am- 
peres. In such u “bolt” there is energy 
equal to 2,450,000 volts, or 3,284,182 
horsepower. Some day a wizard will 
arise who will capture and bind a 
“bolt” of lightning and with it turn all 
the wheels of a great city, 

The time required for the discharge 
of a “bolt” of iichtning is about one 
twenty-thousandth of a second,—Chi- 
cago Tribune

Spokane.—Lumber shipments from 
eastern Washington and northern 
Idaho to British Columbia and other 
provinces of Western Canada will 
reach the unprecedented total of 25,- 
000,000 feet this season if the present 
demand continues, according to A. W. 
Cooper, secretary of the Western Pine 
Manufacturers’ assoviation, Since 
January shipments of pine from the 
Spokane territory have averaged nine- 
ty cars a month, an increase, it is 
estimated, over the first six months of 
last year of 100 per cent. 

This is due to the inability of Can- 
adian mills to meet the demand and 
the difference in prices. Canadian

keep stocks down and prices up, while

To be silent before our enemies 
accused, when cruelly 
wronged and ili treated is a great vic- 
tory and glorifying to God. He suf- 
fered shamefully for our sakes and 
bore it so meekly and patiently. We 
never can be called upon to suffer as 
He did, and yet we are so apt to com- 
plain when we have the least thing to 
bear that is disagreeable. We certain- 
ly have need of patience (Heb. x, 36; 
Col. i, 11). See in liii, 16, His resur- 
rection from the dead, for in what 
other way could one who died prolong 
his days. See also His future glory in 
lii, 13-15; liii, 10-12, when He shall be 
exalted and extolled and shall startle 
many nations (R. V., margin)> He 
shall see the result of all His suf- 
ferings and shall be satisfied. Some 
one has said that while we wait for 
that time we should remember that 
He longs to see of the travail of His 
soul in us now.
